The suicide 
was thirty-three years old and a 
graduate of the old Broad and Pine 
Si. Institution, Philadelphia John 
made f-oquont visits to this city, 
and was always a jolly fellow and 
liked by all. Failing to obtain 
positions he Wanted, led him to 
suicide. He was melancholy for a 
long time

A crime — an appalling crime 
lhat parallels, if not excels, the 
barbaiic deeds of the Spanish In- 
quisition has been committed in the 
bread daylight of civilization by 
Hussian fiends — who have the 
audacity to call themselves human 
beings — at Kishineff, the capital of 
Bessarabia. 

Because the Hebrews of that ill 
rated town clung to the ancient 
religion of their forefathers they 
were slaughtered like cattle. 

Men were butchered; women dis- 
honored before the very eyes of 
their husbands and all those dear 
to them, then stabbed to death; 
children — very pictutes of in 
nocence — were unmercifully hurled 
from two and three story windows 
to the ground below; infants were 
cruelly snatched from the h ro a att 
of their mothers only to be trampled 
to death. 

The truth! — the terrible truth of 
this dastardly crime ha > not yet 
half been told. 

Have not the Jews a right to 
cling to their ancient faith? To 
worship as their conscience dictates? 
Hut why dispute with brainless 
barbarians to whom the lives of 
human beings, especially Jews, play 
no important part; who have the 
Impudence to state that they per- 
petrated this massacre "in ihe 
name of God?" 

Kishineff is now all chaos. Tho 
surviving Jews, bruised, wounded 
and crippled for life, beieft ot 
home and their families bun apart, 
are actually starving. "For God's 
sake, — help us!" " Give us bread !" 
is their cry. 

What soul so dead as would not 
respond to their appeal? 

Wb«t heart so savage as would 
not throb In commiseration? 

Whs! eye would refuse to shed a 
tear? 

The Jews of the entire world 
have been roused to action, and in 
consequence money is daily flowing 
in to aid the Kishineff sufferc 

Now, what are we deaf-mutes ol 
the Hebrew faith going to do about 
it? 

Will we be " men " and help our 
brethern in distress, or, merely act 
the role of "onlookers?" 

Heaven forbid a repetition of that 
horrible hlood-CUrding massacie! 

Kut since one has been commit- 
ted; since its survivors are crying 
for help; let us extend our hearts 
and hands. Though the adage 
"nonesodeaf as those who would 
not hear," cannot be applied to us. 
still, let us show the world that al- 
though really deaf we can and do 
" the agonising cries from 
our co-roligionis's at Kishineff. 

It is our solemn duty to lend our 
assistance in a financial way — and 
quick. It is a duty which we owe 
to those martyrs who gave up their 
lives that our race may live — a duty 
which we must not, dare not, and 
should not shirk 

The idea, if any there is, that, on 
the ground of deafness we are justi 
fled in standing aloof, relieved from 
the responsibility of lending a help 
ing hand, sounds as idiotic as it Is 
false. 

I appeal therefore, to deaf unites 
in general and those of Jewish faith 
in particular to unit** with tho entire 
world by joining the movement for 
the relief of the Kishineff sufferers.

Tuesday afternoon, the 
26th, In celebration of the two 

hundred and fiftieth anniversary of 
the birth of New York as a city. 

The exorcises were opened by 
Prof. Thomas P. Fox, with the 
Lord's Prayer which all repeated 
orally The stars and stiipes were 
brought in and the cheers were 
given. Mayor Low's proclamation 

regarding the celebration ot the 
event was read, after which Prof. 
Fox fjave a short talk on Now York 
City. 

The next on the program was 
the kindergarten. A number of 
little girls, Berrying small American 
flags, came upon th« platform, and 
each stiid something about the City, 

and received much applause. 

Then followed an essay, entitled", 
" New York in Ye Olden Time," 
which was delivered by Captain 
William Rentier. A class ot boys 
from the primary *rada next came 
up, and had throe pictures, one the 
picture of an Indian wigwam, the 
second, a log cabin, ami the third 
a New York skyscraper. The boys 
gave a description of each picture 
and wore greatly applauded. 

Another essay was on the pro- 
gram and it was given by Captain 
Alfred Stern, who had for his sub- 
ject, " Now York as the seat of 
government during Washington's 

time, 1789 to 1791." 

Prof. Fox next said that the 
Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion had desired that something be 
said about Memorial l>ay at such 
meetings as would tie held to-day. 
Memorial Day, he thought, needed 
no explanation, as everyone knew. 
Hut there were two interesting 
things to ho told. They were the 
unveiling of the statue of General 
Sherman near (he entrance of 
Central Park on Fifty-ninth Street, 
and the other the unveiling in 
Gettysburg of another statue. It 
was that of the father of General 
Francis Greene, one of the Direc- 
tors of this school The elder 
Greene had been a Major General, 
and had command of several Am- 
erioan brigades, and distinguished 
himself by leading them in the 
battle of Gettysburg. 

Miss M Tanzas gave a declama- 
tion of ihe " Song of New York," 
which was toad orally by Miss M. 
Hipp 

Prof. Jones was the hist speaker. 
His theme was " New York as It is 
today" lie began by waking up 
GOV. Peter Stuyvosaiit from his long 
sloop of two hundred and fifty 
years, and conducting him on a 
visit around ihe city. Mr. Jones' 
ability in the sign language i» too 
well known to need desctiption 
here.
